WASHINGTON, June 11.— With 
vast sources. of revenue bill ac- 
counted for, the powers of Penn&yl- 
vania politics today reveals to the 
senate “slush fund’ committee 
that mere than 1,300,000 was cx- 
pended to nominate a Republican 
ticket in the recent primaries in 
the Key Stone state.

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LESSON IN HOME DRESSMAKING | 


Frock of Printed Silk Featuring Shirring, the Deep 
Vestee and Other Ultra-Modish Details 


ERE is the straightline frock at its dressiest, and yet the effect is simple. 

To reproduce, it 3% yards of 36-inch figured and 1% yard of plain silk are 

required. The model is made with extended shoulders, and the vest empha- 

sizes a deep open front that extends to the waistline, where a sash of ribbon is tfed 

over the shirring, Plain buttons trim the vestee, which corresponds with the sleeves. 

The front and back of the dress are in one piece, with darts under the arms. The 
long sleeves are shirred at both upper and lower edges: . ; 

The cutting of the dress could not be simpler, as it is simply a matter of’ placing 
the pattern on the material, then cutting around the 
outline, The layout is pictured in the cutting guide. Be 
surc to mark all notches and perforations *for by match- 
ing these as numbered the dress is put together. 

First, slash down the center of the front of the vestee, 
bind the slashed edges, and finish for closing. Gather 
neck, and add collar, then buttons. Loops may be used

Some of 
these people settled on the lands 
of the Castros. They together 
with those who soon followed bee 
gan to farm the rich soil that 
they found. On the banks of the 
San, Pablo and Wildcat creeks 
they built the vilfage of San 
Pablo. 


Lying halfwa, between the up- 
per country and the towm of Oak- 
land, where hay and grain was 
ferried over to San Francisco, the 
village grew to be quite a_ re- 
spectful town. Ranchers driving 
cattle or bringing loads of hay 
and grain would stop overnight. | 
This made San Pablo quite a 
business center for those days 
lying in the middle of that great 
highway, San Pablo avenue. 

These séttlers of German, Por- 
tuguese and Irish extraction, to- 
gether with the native Californians 
were God fearing men. The near- 
est Catholic church in those days 
was St. Mary’s of Oakland. Fath- 
er M. King, the pastor of St. 
Mary’s had quite an _ extensive 
parish which covered Alameda 
and Contra Costa counties. Fath- 
er iKng soon saw that growing 
population called for a church 
for the town of San Pablo. So 
accordingly the men .of the com- 
munity organized a’ new parish 
they all gave their labor and 


| material and erected Contra Cos- 
ta‘s. first House of God. The 
church was named for that great 
Apostle of the Gentiles, St. Paul. 
The Castro’s had. named their 
rancho for St. Paul also (San 
Pablo is the Spanish form of St. 
Paul.) 

A visit to the old graveyard, 
adjoining this. historic old church, 
with it’s crumbling head stones 
and monuments brings back to 
the imagination .of the visitor the 
romance, the pains, the sorrows 
and the joys that this old brick 
ehurch has, witnessed. Here the 
pioneers were married, their chil-
